Herman Trelle Again 
Wins Championship 


Herman Trelle of Wembley, Al- 
berta, has added his fifth world’s 
championship in wheat and his third 
in oats to his long list of successes 
achieved at the Chicago Internation- 
al Grain and Hay Show. 

Heading a legion of Canadian 
farmers to championships and a 
rainbow of ribbons, Trelle won the 
oats championship Saturday with 
his ‘‘Vietory’’ variety. He added 
the wheat crown Sunday with a 
‘Reward’? sample, for his second 
double “‘kingship’’ in eleven years 
He set a record in 1926 for the Chi- 
cago Exposition by winning both 
awards in wheat and oats. 

The double win, hitherto never 
accomplished by any other exhibit- 
or, brings Trelle’s list of grand 
championships to 16, Previously 
he had won with, his peas, beans, 
flax, rye and timothy. The wheat 
championship was the 22nd won by 
a Canadian in 26 years 

frelle’s ‘“‘Reward,’’ a hard, red, 
spring variety wheat, originated by 
the Dominion government’s experi- 
mental farm, weighed 66 % pounds 
to the bushel.

The World of Wheat. 
By H. G. L.STRANGE 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan.”

China is the largest wheat produ- 
cer in the world! 

Of the 5,600 million bushels of 
wheat produced and consumed on 
the average each year in the world, 
Chinese production and consump- 
tion is about 950 million, 

The U.S.S.R. (Russia) follows, a 
close second with almost the same 
amount, but it is expected that in a 
few years the wheat grown in the 
USS.R. will exceed the Chinese 
production. The population of the 
U.S S.R. is increasing at such a rate 
that it seems almost certain that the 
people there will require for their 
own consumption every bushel on 
the average that the USS.R. can 
raise.

Pool Completes 
Favourable Year 


The annual report and financial 
statement of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
for its financial year ended July 18, 
1936, shows that the organization 
made substantial progress in the 
twelve months The province of 
Alberta as a whole is interested in 
the position of the Wheat Pool, as 
it boids some 6 million dollars of its 
bonds, arising out of its 1929 pool 
overpayment. The financial report 
indicates that $445,203 was paid to 
the government on principal and 
interest during the year. So far 
annual payments on principal and 
interest on this obligation have been 
made regularly and promptly. 

It also appeared that the Pool 
showed net profits $809,513 from 
the year’s operations, and the equity 
of the memberzhip in the physical 
properties of the organization, after 
deducting the liability for the 1920 
overpayment, is placed at over five 
million dolJars. As the debt to the 
provincia] government is cleared off, 
the equity of the members increases 
proportionately. The pool is operat- 
ing 433 elevators and during the 
past year handled 27,109,040 bush- 
els of grain.
